1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Navarro 
teaches the use of the same optical fiber for treatment as for delivering the beam of light 
for identifying the location of the anatomical junction. Cohen teaches monitoring tissue 
being energized with an electrode but does not use a light source as the feedback tool 
to determine the location or identifying the junction of the anatomical structure. 
Therefore the prior art of record as disclosed by Cohen and Navarro and cited on PTO 
892 does not teach a method of treating tissue using light emitted by a fiber optic device 
to identify the region of interest such as the sapheno-femoral junction and using 
electrical energy emitted by a treatment catheter that is separate from and functions 
distinctly from the light source on said junction to reduce the diameter of the region of 
interest without cutting the structure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
